Vera Cruz Reports Revolt 
in Which Demand for 
Land is Shiboleth 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCT.} 

MEXICO CITY, March 16.—It 
was reported form Vera Cruz to- 
day that the Indians in the Tenam- 
pa and Hoatosso district are on 
the warpath against landowners, 
their war cry being “Land*for the 
Indians.“ 

They fired on the houses of Te- 
nampa, threatening death to nu- 
merous small planters who refused 
to vacate their lands immediately. 
The terrified citizens telegraphed, 
imploring immediate aid, to the 
President of the Republic, the com- 
mander of the Federal troops in 
the State of Vera Cruz, and to the 
Mayor of Vera Cruz City. 

The revolting Indians, styling 
themselves as true, original agra- 
rians, refuse to recognize the agra- 
rian grants by the government 
Agrarian Commission. 

At the moment of writing it is 
reported that the leader of the 
uprising, Socundino Arazo, a no- 
torious local character, has been 
assassinated. It is not known 
whether he was killed by his fol- 
lowers, Indian ranchmen or other 
planters whom he wished to dis 
possess.

“Aunt” Clarissa Wright, negress, 
was 128 years old when she died 
at the ho of Q. D. Biggs near 
here a few days ago. Her great 
age is well authenticated by rec- 
ords of the different families with 
whom she had lived since the time 
she was born into slavery at South 
Hampton, Misa. 

“Aunt” Clarissa had a remark- 
able memory which did not fall 
her even in/the latter years of her 
life. She was wont to recall many 
stirring incidents of the war of 
1812. She was at that time 17 
years old and had been taken on 
trips to Mobile and New Orleans. 
As a slave she remained in the 
same family for seventy years. 
One of her favorite subjects was 
the hospitality of the wealthy 
Southern families of the Ars of 
her young womanhood. 

When “Aunt” Clarissa Was 
brought to the community near 
here where she died she was an 
old woman, although that wus 
more than sixty years ago. She 
continued active in body and mind 
to the end of her days.
